tin Monday that Denton Coun­ 
ty refuses to give light of way 
to State 
Highway 61 
through 
the notheast coiner of Denton 
County, 
A completion of 
the 
road. 
Denton 
County Commission­ 
er 
Earl 
Foreman. 
through 
whose precinct the road would 
run, told a reporter in D< nton 
Wednesday; that Wise 
County 
Is delaying the road. He said 
Wise had not Upheld Bs end of 
a bargain to provide right ot 
way for another road. Denton 
County Judge Gerald St ©ck a rd 
said this other road would run 
through a corner of Wise Coun­ 
ty and connect 
Denton 
and 
Montague Counties. 
“ I am not blocking the High­ 
way 51 job,” Foreman said. ' I 
think it is a good road and will 
benefit all three counties. How­ 
ever, 
Denton 
County 
would 
be left out in th* cold if Wise 
County decided not to provide 
the highway we need so bidi' 
northwest to Montague County.' 
He said Denton County com­ 
missioners feel that if Denton 
County furnishes right of way 
or a road that helps both f'ooke 
and Wise Counties, Wise Coun­ 
ty should furnish right of 
way 
for a highway that win help 
Denton County. 


Boyd school officials and a

FEDERAL PAYROLL GROWING 


BALANCE THE BUDGET 


As thr defense program ab­ 
sorbs more and more of Ameri­ 
ca’s labor force, the number of 
civilians employed by the Fed­ 
eral government in increasing 
steadily. Late reports indicate 
the government has more than 
2.400.000 employees, to whom 
it pays $8,300,000,000 a year 
now, and for whom it is asking 
salary increases. 


This rise in Federal employ* 
ment has taken place despite 
estimates that the government 
could save more than $1,000,- 
000,000 a year 
by 
dropping 
305.000 
unneeded 
employees 


from the projected payroll for 
fiscal 1952. Yet to avoid outs, 
many peacetime 
departments 
have been making every effort 
to have their activities classi­ 
fied as defense 
work, hoping 
not only to keep sll employees, 
but even to do a little 
“em­ 
pire-building" by getting more 
personnel. 


This 
bureaucratic 
expansion 
program should be stopped in 
its tracks. When every w'orker 
and every Federal dollar are 
needed for defense, it 
is 
no 
time 
for 
personal 
“empire- 
building” at public expense. 


The vital 
problem 
before 
Congress is keeping the Fed­ 
eral budget in balance. That is 
the only to avoid pyramiding 
the inflation 
which 
already 
robbed the dollar of half of its 
purchasing power. 


The bureaucrats who si ok to 
avoid pay-aa-we-go taxation by 
increasing the Federal debt are 
guided by the desire to attract 
votes rather than by patriotic 
determination to 
promote 
the 
general welfare. 
High taxes are 
unpopular. 
But in the long run they cost 
1> ss than inflation because they 
ase a levy on current income, 
and once paid, are disposed of 
permanently. Inflation, on the 
contrary, eats away the value 
of our bonds, our 
insurance 
policies, and our 
savings 
ac­ 
counts. and remains to plague 
future generations.

Plants Must Get 
Roots To Water 
In the Soil 
The only water that benefits 
a plant is the water it can “get 
its roots o n /’ The soil is the 
bank from which 
the 
plant 
withdraws its water. Plants do 
withdraw 
from their moisture 
account but they can not depo­ 
sit so the balance has to be 
kept up by someone else—the 
farmer. This soil moisture bank 
is not open to every field alike. 
One field can deposit a large 
amount while (inc 
across 
the 
fence can barely make a depo­ 
sit from the same rain. 
For a plant to grow properly 
the farmer has to keep up the 
moisture account, 
There 
are 
many ways the farmer can get 
more water into the soil. Con­ 
tour farming is 
the 
quickest 
way to do this as every furrow 
is a small terrace and holds the 
water where it falls giving it 
more time to soak in. Water 
that soaks in is stored in the 
soil for use during dry periods. 
This is the only part of the r u i n 
that makes money. 
The part 
that runs off is lost to the crop 
and from th** time it concen­ 
trates in low places in fields it 
loses money. It does this as it 
cuts gullies in the fields on the 
uplands and overflows the fields 
in the bottom. 
Contour farming will hold the 
average rain hut large rains will 
prevent gullying by the larger 
rains. 
terracing and contouring are 


usd together and are supporting; 
practices. The contour rows hold 
much water off the terraces and 
the terraces collect and system­ 
atically carry the water safely 
off the field to a safe protected 
pin o to empty the water. Some 
to the other benefits of contour 
farming are that all plowing la 
done on the level of the slope 
giving a constant pull on tillage 
implements 
and 
consequently 
better tillage is done, leas fuel 
is consumed, and wear and tear 
on tractors and Implements ar« 
at a minimum.
